Michigan's Delegation Uivldetl-Mlsslmlp, 
pi For Silver and Pennsylvania For < ; ol ri 
and Patterson. 

The Mississippi State Democrats 
Convention met at Jackson Wednes 
day and Selected a solid free-silver 
igation to Chicago. The dele- 
gates were instructed for E. P, Wal- 
thall for Vice President. 

The Illinois Republican State Con- 
vention met Wednesday and nomi- 
nated John R. Tauuer "foi Governor, 
and adjourned until yesterday with- 
out instructing the delegatesat large 
to the National Convention. The con- 
test between Cullom and McKinley 
was left in doubt. 

Robt. E. Pattison was endorsed for 
President by the Pennsylvania Dem 
ocratic convention, on a goldbug plat- 
form that beats anything John Sher- 
man ever uttered. 

The delegates were instructed to 
vote as a unit. This was done tc 
the hands of the few silver men 
got on the delegation. 

The bond money crowd captured 
the Michigan Democratic conventioi 
by the narrow margin of 58, with tb< 
assistance of a chairman who enforced 
the unit rule in several counties with 
divided delegations. The four dele- 
gates at large are bond money men 
but the silver men secured niDe of 
the district delegates. The platform 
was an endorsement of the Cleveland 
administration, the vote being very 
close. 

The Tennessee Prohibition conven 
tion met at Nashville, and after tab 
ling a free-silver resolution nominat 
ed Joseph Hopwood for Governor. 

The scenes at the Republicar 
State Convention of Georgia, were al 
most riotous. Col. Buck, the Mc 
Kinley leader, made a deal with the 
Reed faction, allowing them one col- 
ored delegate. The other negroes 
bolted at this, and named Buck and 
three negroes as delegates. 

The bolters representing a small 
minority of the Democratic party in 
Nebraska held a side-show conven- 
tion Ihia v.-'.-ek and endorsed Cleve- 
land and denounced the regular Dem 
ocrats as "Populists." 

Vermont Republicans declared foi 
McKinley, but out of respect to Reed, 
the New England candidate, did not 
instruct the delegates.

How the Life of a Quarryman De- 
pended on a Glove Button. 

How much may depend upon a 
glove fastening was illustrated at 
one of the Monson slate quarries in 
an adventure which the person con- 
cerned would not care to repeat. He 
was a derrick man who stood on the 
brink of one of the great chasms 
from which the slate rock Is hoisted. 
His duty was to catch hold of the 
big hook depending from the end 
of the boom as it swung over the 
bank, and attach it to the crate to be 
sent back into the pit Standing 
upon the edge, he reached out to 
catch the hook, which dangled near 
him. It was winter and he wore 
thick buckskin gloves. 

The hook slipped from him as 
he leaned out, but caught into 
the fastening of the glove. The 
swing of the great boom took 
him off his feet in an instant 
and carried hirn out into giddy 
space, with his life depending on the 
gloves holding fast. His whole 
weight was hung on that button, 
and there was a clear 175 feet of 
space between him and the floor of 
rock below. The moments that passed 
before the boom could be swung 
back over the bank seemed like 
hours to him, but he got there at 
last safe and sound. He explained 
that he did not dare move his hand 
in the glove to attempt to catch the 
hook with his Angers for fear the 
change in position would loosen the 
button so it would give way. His 
presence of mind in keeping as still as 
possible may have helped to keep the 
slender thread from breaking.— 
Lewiston (Me.) Journal.

AT TWENTY-SEVEN. 

How George Washington Looked In 
His Early Manhood. 

At the time of his marriage 
(when in his 27th year) Washington 
the prime of his magnificent 
physical manhood, writes Gen. A. 
W. Greely, U. S. A., in Ladies' 
Home Journal. Fortunately, con- 
temporaneous sources do not leave 
the description of his person to our 
imagination. Such was already his 
exalted standing that these pen- 
portraits omit entirely, or modify, 
what might be thought to be defects, 
as, for instance, the disfiguring facial 
marks, from smallpox. Straight as 
an Indian, with limbs east almost in 
a giant mold (he was six feet three 
iuches tall at the time of his death), 
his self-contained countenance, agree- 
able speech and dignified bearing 
made his personality most impres- 
sive. Probably half of his time at 
home was spent in tho saddle, and 
this active out-of-door life gave him 
a glow of health and sense of vigor. 
We learn from hit intimate friend, 
George Mercer, interesting details. 
His skin was clear and colorless; the 
nose straight; the face long, with 
high, round cheekbones; the blue- 
gray and widely separated eyes 
shadowed by heavy brows; a large, 
mobile mouth, showing teeth some- 
what defective; tho muscular arms 
and legs unusually long, and a well- 
shaped head, gracefully poised on a 
superb neck. The brown hair was 
worn in a queue, and the small waist 
well set off by neatly fitting garb. 

The largest tree in the state of 
California, or on the American con- 
tinent, perhaps, is "Old Sequoia," 
the Titau of all the redwood giants, 
which stands at an altitude of 5,300 
feet above sea level at a distance of 
17 miles from the Yosemite valley. 
At present "Old Sequoia" is but a 
blackened stump, but as it stands it 
is without doubt the oldest repre- 
sentative of the vegetable kingdom 
in the world.

ELEPHANTS^ f& BOWLERS. 

A Very Romarkibh Show Seen in Ber- 
lin at the Winter Gardsn. 
A phenomenal ut-hisAvmont in ani- 
mal training must he credited to the 
experts of the Berlin winter garden, 
where large crowd:} are privileged to 
witness every night an interesting 
game of ten pins played O.v ele- 
phants. 

le antics of tho dumb players 
,-oke hilarious laughter. The 
champion roller thus far is Berlin's 
favorite elephant upon whom the 
plebeian name of Anton was imposed 
some two years ago, when he became 
German citizen. His score some- 
mes reaches 200, which is not often 
jaten by human players. His 
eeper talks of matching him with 
bowling experts for the world's 
championship. 

The ball is of course manipulated 
by the trunk, with which the ele- 
phant seems to be able to pitch with 
wonderful dexterity. Two elephants, 
"the boys," are stationed near the 
ten pins, at the lower end of the al- 
ley. They throw the balls back 
through the chute as soon as the 
marker has chalked the score on the 
blackboard. Another thick-skinned 
"boy" replaces the pins in order. 
The latter is careful not to touch the 
pins until the marker has done his 
ork. 

Anton very often makes a "strike" 
when his turn comes; that is, he 
knocks all the pins down on the first 
rolL The other players feel happy 
when they can make a "spare." 

The trainers have great difficulty 
In making the elephants give up their 
position so long as any pins are left 
standing. They will stand and 
stamp near the chute, clamoring for 
more balls with which to knock down 
the remaining pins. It is hard to drive 
the all absorbing thought from their 
minds that the aim of the game is to 
keep rolling until all the pln3 have 
been thrown over. The keepers, on 
the other hand, are bent on teaching 
them how to roll with effect during 
the two chances allowed them. 

In case of a miss the throwers feel 
disappointment fully as keenly as the 
audience. 

There is much jealousy between 
the players, and all feel sore toward 
Anton, who seems not to care, as he 
is a big fellow and knows that he can 
lick the crowd. While the others 
are throwing he walks over to Miss 
Begum, a female rhinoceros, whose 
pen adjoins the bowling alley. The 
courtship between these two brutes 
seems to afford as much pleasure to 
the visitors as the bowling game. 
Miss Begum has a habit of standing 
perfectly motionless for hours at a 
time, but as soon as Anton swings 
his trunk over the six-foot fence 
there is a languid turn of the bulky 
head and a noticeable recognition in 
the little "piggy" eyes. 

It requires great winking and 
squinting and trunk coaxing on the 
part of Anton to induce much re- 
sponses from the phlegmatic co 
quette, who, however, finally suc- 
cumbs to the proboscial influence.

Will Carleton's 
Mrs. Celeste E. Carleton, mother 
of Will Carleton, the poet, died re- 
cently at his home in Brooklyn.

With this for a guide Perry kept out 
of the rough places along the road, 
which are many, and received no 
more falls than an ordinary wheel- 
man who has good eyes. 

The trip was made on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, and people 
along the road looked with astonish- 
ment at a blind man scorching along 
the road with just as much con- 
fidence as any other of the numerous 
wheelmen. 

Perry is a graduate for the institu- 
tion for the deaf, dumb and blind, 
and has been blind for 14 years. He is 
an expert wheelman and a remark- 
ably bright young man. He requires 
a guide only on those roads with 
which he is unacquainted, and is ac- 
customed to go about on his wheel 
on known paths just as does the man 
with good eyes. He has had few ac- 
cidents. 

The blind wheelman is modest, and 
said in speaking of the matter: "I 
don't see that there is anything 
wonderful about a man riding a 
bicycle. It is a perfectly natural 
thing, and there is nothing in it call- 
ing for mention." Perry is now a 
senior at the University of Cali- 
fornia, and" will graduate next May 
with the class *>f 1896. He stands 
well in his studies, and is highly 
spoken of by his fellow students. He 
is especially strong in intricate prob- 
lems in mathematics, and in this line 
is a source of wonder to his class- 
mates. Perry takes long trips alone, 
and is often to be seen on the late 
boats from San Francisco. In learn- 
ing to ride, he said he went at it in 
the usual way. He had a number of 
tumbles, but no more than those who 
see, and simply persevered until he 
mastered the bicycle, and now en- 
joys it hugely.

AUDIBLE RAILWAY SIGNALS. 

Recant inventions Add to the Value of 
the Block System. 

An audible block signal, according 
to the opinion of a superintendent 
who spoko in a recent discussion be- 
fore the Buffalo association of rail- 
road superintendents, "is a good 
tiling, " and, adopting the logic now 
prevalent, in the slang of the street, 
it's overyone's duty to "push it 
along"— to promote Its adoption. But 
practical railroad men have hitherto 
pushed that class of sign'>.!:i away 
from them with persistent unanim- 
ity, and it is therefore of consider- 
able interest to know what kind of a 
device the Buffalo gentleman re- 
All of the audible signals that we 
have ever seen have been subject to 
the one great drawback that the en- 
ginermm's signal to proceed was the 
absence of sound. So long as this is

pr 



ciplo, fundam 
ing, that any failure of men or of ap- 
paratus shall reveal itself by giving 
a stop signal, or at least reveal it- 
self in somo way. We have en- 
couraged inventors of audible signals 
as far as seemed prudent, and they 
hrwe made many ingenious applica- 
tions of electrical and mechanical 
principles, but we have yet to see a 
businesslike and substantial applica- 
tion that conforms to correct prin- 
ciples. "We do not believe it impos- 
sible to solve the problem in the 
right way, and that is the reason we 
have encouraged inventors. 

As the frequency of trains on busy 
lines increases something other than 
the ordinary visual signal becomes 
not merely desirable, but a pressing 
necessity. This Is sufficiently evi- 
denced by the experience and the 
practice of railroads in and around 
London, which have elaborate and 
expensive arrangements for the use 
of audible signals during the prev- 
alence of their incredibly black 
fogs. The English method of topedo 
signaling partially or wholly com- 
plies with the principles that we have 
just mentioned, that the engineman 
must ha*-e some positive assurance 
that the road is clear, so that he 
shall not be compelled to run mile 
after mile haunted by a suspicion 
that possibly some signal actually 
given may have escaped his atten- 
tion. 1 

When American inventors devise 
an automatic apparatus which shall 
satisfy the engineman as well as the 
shouting fogtnan satisfies the Eng- 
runners they wf.l have made a 
great advance on all the "patents" 
now before the railroad public. 

One trouble with an audible signal 
is that noise will diffuse itself about 
as it pleases, and the effort to devise 
a thoroughly safe signal to use in 
dark tunnels (after the Fourth 
avenue collision in 1891) led to a 
sudden shifting of the problem, and 
audible devices give way to electric 
lights. The lights were never put in 
the Fourth avenue tunnel, but an ex- 
perimental plant was tried in the 
Weehawken tunnel.— Railroad Cu- 
rette. 

Tramp and Plaster Dogs. S 

In front of a neat house on the 
Bristol turnpike, above Frankford, 
there stand two very handsome but 
fierce-looking plaster representation? 
of mastiffs, one on each side of the 
pathway leading from the gate to 
the front porch. Nailed to the tree 
nearer the gates than the harmless 
plaster brutes is a large signboard, 
which .reads: "Beware of the dogs." 
The sign might have some effect in 
keeping out tramps if put up alone, 
but the old "union liners" who have 
traversed that 3ame road for many a 
year know that there are no dogs in 
side to beware of. A few days ago 
a tramp, who was perhaps offended 
at what had been given him to eat 
farther down the road, divided his 
breakfast with the two dogs in the 
yard by placing part of it before 
each one. Then, patting them on 
the head, he went on his way.— Phil- 
adelphia Record. 

She Was Too Sharp for Them. 

The other day a stylishly-dressed 
woman stepped from a coach in 
front of a big dry goods store in New 
k and, proceeding to the fur de- 
partment, selected a 96ft] wrap worth 
$300. In payment she tendered a 
check for $1,000, which the sales - 
lau took to the office. A mes- 
jer was dispatched to the bank 
and he was told that the check was 
good. Meantime tho woman pre- 
tended to be indignant, demanded a 
return of the check, would accept no 
apologies and drove away. Present- 
ly she returned and snid she had al- 
lowed her temper to overcome her 
and ordered the cloak wrapped op. 
She was given $700 in change and 
disappeared. A second visit to the 
bank disclosed the fact that the 
lan had withdrawn tho $1,000 
sho had ou deposit there and that 
the check was worthless. 



WON THE OASE. 

A Lawsuit Won by a Resort to the 

Juror's Vernacular. 

Dr. Robert D. Siieppard. business 
agent of the Northwestern univer- 
sity, relates a story of how he once 
won a lawsuit which illustrates' the 
manner In which lawyers sometimes 
adapt themselves to their juries. 

"There was no question." said Dr. 
Sheppard, "but that I was iu the 
right of tho case. The evidence was 
conclusive, the law was on my side, 
and when my attorney arose to make 
his opening address he thought be 
had the case won. He briefly re- 
viewed tho evidence, stated the law 
in the case, and was about to close 
his argument when he noticed that 
one of the jurors, a stolid old farmer, 
did not seem to be with him. The 
other 11 men had already decided 
the case in their own minds, but the 
farmer had a sluggish, set expres- 
sion on his countenance which boded 
no good for .me or my case. Agaiu 
the lawyer reviewed the evidence, 
addressing his remarks entirely to 
this one man, but no impression was 
mafia The same stolid expression 
still occupied the man's face, and he 
seemed as little likely to te moved 
as the court house in which the trial 
was taking place. The attorney 
tried all kiuds of arguments, and 
finally, when he was about giving up 
in despair, a happy thought struck 
him. He repeated again the bare 
facts, and when he came to a place 
where the person opposing me had 
made an egregious error in judg- 
ment he leaned over to the old farm- 
er and said: 

" 'And I want to tell you, my 
friend, that there's where he dropped 
his watermelon. 1 

'The old farmer's face lighted up, 
and from that moment the case was 
. The jury was out less than 
five minutes and brought back a ver- 
dict for all that I had asked."— Chi- 
cago Chronicle. 

BARE 00INSF0R BONDS. 

Pieces from the Dahlonega Mint Sent 
to Washington. 

Five rare coins were received at 
the treasury department in payment 
of a small allotment of the recently 
issued four per cent bonds. They are 
five five-dollar gold pieces, da ted from 
1842 to 1847, and are stamped with 
a "D.,"the mark of the old Dahlo- 
nega mint in Georgia. This mint 
was seized by the confederates at the 
outbreak of the war in 1861 and gold 
to the amount of $27,000 was 
confiscated. The five pieces received 
the other day were bright and new 
and of full standard weight, show- 
ing no sign of wear or abrasion. 
They have evidently been carefully 
stored away ever since their issue 
and probably never have been in 
general circulation. It is possible 
they formed part of the gold confis- 
cated by the confederates in 1861. 
Although tho Dahlonega mint was 
in operation from 1838 to 1861 and 
had a total output of $6,000,000 in 
gold, few of its coins are in circula- 
tion. 

Peanuts for Consumptives. 

Dr. Brewer has a new idea con- 
cerning food for consumptives. His 
treatment consist! of inhaling the 
fumes of vinegar and the eating of 
peanuts. He gives his patients as 
many peanuts as they can eat with- 
out injuring their digestive organs. 
Two young ladies, who had been the 
rounds of the doctors and taken cod 
liver oil and tonics till they were 
nearly dead, were put on his treat- 
ment and recovered. Concerning 
these cases Dr. Brewer says: "I now 
recommend feeding (do not laugh) 
peanuts. Ono would think .this a 
very indigestible diet, but they 
craved them, and it has always been 
my policy to find out what my pa- 
tients desire to eat, and unless it is 
too unreasonable I humor them. 
Both j ouug ladies have become quite 
plump, and after a year's inhalation 
have ceased coughing and I havo 
pronounced them well. Tho peanut 
was long known as an excellent fat 
producer, and much moro agreeable 
than cod liver oil. While not all can 
digest peanuts, a great many even 
with feeble digestion eat them with- 
out discomfort. It beats the Koch 
lymph and is tho most satisfactory 
treatment I have ever tried for these 
diseases." — Journal of Hygiene.
